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THOMAS DUNN 


Artistic Director Thomas Dunn has long 
since demonstrated that a conductor 
who releases a pack of beagles on the 
stage of Carnegie Hall can also win 
acclaim as a leading interpreter of the 
world’s great music. Whether he per- 
forms the Leopold Mozart Hunting 
Symphony (hence the hounds!) or one 
of the Bach Passions, Mr. Dunn’s reputa- 
tion rests on the intensely personal (and 
frequently pacesetting!) musical involve- 
ment that he brings to every work. 

Maestro Dunn has performed opera, 
ballet, puppet theatre, and a wide range 
of music for instrumental and vocal 
ensembles.

He has created a 
new image for the 170-year-old Society 
by introducing dance, theatre and 
orchestral works to the increasingly 
broad H&H repertoire. In addition to 
his leadership of H&H and to his guests 
conducting assignments around the 
nation, Maestro Dunn serves as Director 
of Choral Activities

PROGRAM NOTES 
by Joseph Dyer 


Bach composed more than two hundred 
dances ranging in sophistication from 
luxuriously decorated sarabandes for key- 
board to the little pieces he inserted in 

the family music albums. The list would be 
still longer if we included the dance- 
inspired arias and choruses of the cantatas. 
None of Bach’s music was intended for 
actual dancing of course, but even stylized 
dance music implies a number of com- 
positional restrictions. Form, meter, mood, 
length of each section and all the other 
conventional features which distinguish 
one dance from another had to be 
respected. Nevertheless, Bach rarely wrote 
a “generic” bourrée or gavotte; his dances 
have that individuality of character which 
makes each one memorable. 

The concept of the suite as a prescribed 
order of dances, contrasting in mood and 
style but unified by a common key, 
developed by the middle of the seventeenth 
century. Though French harpsichordists 
and lutenists of the period were so preoccu- 
pied with the dance that they wrote 
almost nothing but dance music, German 
composers were the first to impose a 
coherent, cyclical order on the fragmented 
material. Bach benefited from his prede- 
cessors’ experiments and achieved the 
ultimate sophistication in his chamber 
and keyboard suites. They include the six 
Partitas, the “French” and “English” Suites, 
the three partitas for solo violin, the six 
suites for unaccompanied cello and the 
three suites for lute (or lute-harpsichord, 
fitted with gut and metal strings to imitate 
the sound of the lute). 

Bach's four orchestral suites stem from 
a different tradition, however. The chamber 
suite had stabilized with four standard 
dances—allemande, courante, sarabande, 
gigue—plus an optional prelude and 
dances of more recent origin. The German 
orchestral suite owes its principal debt to 
the ballets and tragédies lyriques of Jean- 
Baptiste Lully (1632-1687). Germany 
received its introduction to this genre 
from Georg Muffat, who published orches- 
tral suites which were inspired (as he 
claimed) by “the lively sweetness which 
flows from the Lullian spring.” 

Whether or not Bach knew this music or 
read the informative prefaces which 
Muffat included in his collections, he under- 
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stood both the French idiom and the 
French-inspired orchestral suite. The orches- 
tral suite depended upon the dances most 
popular on the French stage: bourrée, 
gavotte, sarabande and minuet. With the 
exception of the sarabande these were the 
newer, optional dances of the keyboard 
suite. Pieces with descriptive titles were 
also admitted, but they adopted the 
typical binary form of the dance. As usual, 
the number and choice of the dances 
depended on the composer. The four Bach 
orchestral suites have, respectively, 10, 8, 

5 and 6 movements. Bach proved conserva- 
tive with reference to pieces with evoca- 
tive, descriptive titles. He included only a 
“badinerie” (chitchat) and “réjouissance” 
(rejoicing). The celebrated ‘air’ from the 
third suite falls into this category, but has 
no descriptive title. 

The influence of Lully is perceived 
most strongly in the specifically French 
overture, an essential component of the 
orchestral suite. Known in Germany at 
least by the time of Bach’s birth, it was 
used frequently by Handel. (Such an over- 
ture precedes both Handel oratorios on the 
Society’s concert schedule this year: 
Messiah and Alexander’s Feast.) An 
atmosphere of pomp is created by the 
“erky” rhythms and upward rushing scales 
of the opening section. This is followed by 
a section in quicker tempo which begins 
imitatively, but rarely maintains strict part 
writing. Bach, whose musical technique 
far transcended that of Lully, preserves the 
polyphonic fabric intact throughout. The 
typical broadening out at the final cadence 
is Sometimes expanded to a special 
section which recalls the grandiose opening 
of the overture. 

The dances of the Baroque suite encom- 
pass an international selection. The bourrée, 
which appears in every one of Bach's 
orchestral suites, is thought to have come 
from the Auvergne; one can almost see 
the dancers’ leaps in Bach’s melodies. 
Another country dance, the minuet, 
occurs in three of the suites. It attracted 
the attention of Louis XIV, whose fascina- 
tion with its graceful choreography made it 
the courtly dance par excellence. The 
gavotte came from the Dauphine, while 
Brittany contributed the passepied. Though 
the gigue originated in England or Ireland, 
it masqueraded in either Italian or French 
guise in the Baroque suite. Bach chooses 
the rapidly flowing triplets of the Italian 
variety as the final dance of the third 


suite. The saraband and the forlane were 
domesticated versions of wild folk dances 
from Mexico and Friuli (in northeastern 
Italy). Many of the dances could be 
treated en rondeau: the first dance of a 
similar pair repeated after the second. 

The wealth of beautiful detail in these 
dances reveals a side of Bach that might 
otherwise have remained hidden. None of 
them puts even the briefest attention to 
test; the variety of unforgettable tunes set 
to superb accompaniments is inexhausti- 
ble. Karl Geiringer, an eminent Bach scholar 
and recipient of the 1983 Handel & Haydn 
medal, gave the finest expression to the 
effect of these delightful pieces: “Bach 
never overwhelms us with his stupendous 
mastery, but captivates us with grace and 
charm.”
